The claims relate to subject matter for which no search is required 
according to Rule 39 PCT. Given that the claims are formulated in terms 
of such subject matter or merely specify comnonplace features relating to 
its technological implanentation, the search examiner could not 
establish any technical problem which might potentially have required an 
inventive step to overcome. Hence it was not possible to carry out a
